Rashen Jordan, 11, and brother 
Terrence Scott, 15, had gone into 
their older brother's bedroom to 
play, which is where they found 
the 9mm semiautomatic handgun, 
The handgun belongs to Willie 
Scott, 24, said sheriff detectives. 

Detectives say they.don't know 
whether any adults were home at. 


the time, and they wouldn’t say 
Thursday whether the gun was 
properly secured. Under state law, 
loaded firearms must be kept in a 
locked box or container, secured 
with a trigger lock or stored in a 
secure place if children younger 
than 16 are present. A person who 
doesn't follow those requirements:

Travis Hooker, 20, told investi- 
gators he didn't know he.was 
breaking the law by living with a 
14-year-old minor. He was fired 
from the Belle Glade Police 
Department when his superiors 
found out. 

Hooker faces charges of lewd 
assault after officials discovered he 
was living with a 14-year-old girl 
in her mother's house. 

Hooker began living with the 
girl in her mother's home two 
months ago (with her mother's 
consent), say investigators. 

Belle Glade Police Lt. Jack 
Fulenwider said ап anonymous 
caller contacted the Department of 
Health and Rehabilitative Services 
through an abuse hot line. HRS 
then notified the Palm Beach 
County Sheriff's Office and they 
started investigating. 

"At the time he (Hooker) was 
informing me about it, the Palm 
Beach County Sheriff's office was 
calling our department on the oth- 
er phone," Fulenwider said. 

Under the law, a child under 16 


is not able to consent to a sexual 
relationship. Because Hooker was 
still on probation as an officer 
(after three weeks in the depart- 
ment), Belle Glade police fired him 
without investigating. "The facts 
were strong enough and severe 
enough to warrant termination 
right then,” Fulenwider said!" ’ 

Personnel’ records: show that 
Hooker first applied to the depárt- 
ment in December 1994. Belle 
Glade officials agreed to sponsor 
him at the Palm Beach Communi- 
ty College police academy and 
hired him on July 12, During the 
few weeks he served as a police 
officer, Hooker's performance was 
satisfactory, Fulenwider said. 

HRS officials could not com- 
ment on the case because of confi- ` 
dentiality laws. Such a case would 
result in the department investi- 
gating neglect on the part of the 
girl's mother and then make rec- 
ommendations which could 
include putting the girl in shelter 
care and counseling, said HRS 
spokeswoman Beth Owen.

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The worst heat index i in the country

Horses' sweat, men perspire 
and women glow. The first time I 
heard that expression was years 
ago from my younger sister. It 
was a particularly hot day in Ohio 
and I noticed she was sweating. 
"Horses' sweat,” she corrected me. 
"Men perspire but women glow." 

~ My sister lives in Chicago now 
were she has been glowing a lot 
lately. The second heat wave of 
summer hit Chicago along with 
most of the country last week. 
The temperature reached the 100 
degree mark in many locations. 
Parts of the southwestern United 
States saw the mercury climb to 
an unbelievable 125 degrees. 

Yet, it's not just the tempera- 
ture it's the humidity, too. The 
heat index, which is a measure of 
the temperature and the humidi- 
ty, topped 115 degrees across the 
country last week. 

Hot temperatures and high 
humidity are a foregone conclu- 
sion during the summer in Flori- 
da. Each day the forecast is pretty 
much the same: hot, humid with 
achance of rain. 

Yet, we seem to weather the 
heat much easier than our friends 
up north. Perhaps, our bodies 
become accustomed to warmer 
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weather or maybe psychologically 
we deal with the heat better. 
After all, we expect it to be hot. 

. Blake Gumprecht expected it to 
be hot during the summer he- 
attended graduate school in 
southern Louisiana. Yet, he was 
unprepared for Louisiana's infa- 
mous heat and humidity. 

"1 couldn't sleep,” he recalled. 
"Му cat became a mass of matted 
fur. Flying roaches four inches 
long scurried across the floor. 
Books warped from the humidity.” 
Obviously, Mr. Gumprecht's living 
quarters had not been included in 
one of the 20th century's most 
important discoveries; air condi- 
tioning. 


As he sweated away the sum- 
mer Mr. Gumprecht began to 
wonder if anyplace could be more 
uncomfortable than southern 
Louisiana. "Certainly there are 
cities with greater temperature 
extremes than Baton Rouge,” he 
said. "Yet, with an elevation near 
sea level and relative humidity 
that approaches 100 percent dai- 
ly, I couldn't imagine a worse 
La to be without air condition- 


To see if he was right Mr. 
Gumprecht decided to compile his 
own list with the worst combina- 
tion of daytime and nighttime 
heat and humidity. To his sur- 
prise Baton Rouge didn't even 
make the list but many places i in 
Florida did. b 

Mr. Gumprecht examined the 
weather in 100 U.S. cities. He 
looked at each city's temperature, 
humidity, heat index, wind speed 
and many other variables. He 
compiled his results into three 
categories: the worst daytime, 
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nighttime and overall conditions 
and published them in the 
April/May edition of Weatherwise 


Magazine. . 

The worst place to be on a sum- 
tioning is Del Rio, Texas, Mr. 
Gumprecht's study revealed that 
Del Rio's average maximum tem- 

perature was a sizzling 107 
Degrees: Thanks to our steady 
afternoon breeze our area didn't 
make the top ten. However, 
Orlando was rated seventh on the 
list while, Tampa placed tenth. 

Florida cities didn't fare as well 
when the sun goes down. In his 
study of the worst nighttime con- 
ditions, Mr. Gumprecht discov- 
ered that the hottest cities at 
night are coastal communities, 
especially those near the Atlantic 
Ocean and the gulf of Mexico. 

"Flanked by the Gulf and the 
Atlantic, Key West has the most 
uncomfortable combirlation of 
temperature and humidity in the 
United States," Mr. Gumprecht 
said: Our агеа was second, 
Tampa was fourth and Orlando 
ranked fifth. 

When he compared all the 
weather factors to determine the 
worst overall location neither Key 
West nor Del Rio were ranked 
number one. "The worst place in 
“ће U.S. in the summertime is 
Corpus Christi, Texas," Mr. 
Gumprecht said. In fact, five out 
of the ten most uncomfortable 
cities are in Texas. Our area 
ranked fourth on his list.

For the fifth consecutive year, 
the Florida Land Value Survey 
showed a decline in citrus land 
values.

To appreciate the value of tele- 
services, one only has to visit his 
local Department of Motor 
Vehicles, Post Office or wait in 
line or on hold for the next avail® 
able customer service representá- 
tive. To all for whom time is 
money, pay-per-call to access gov- 
ernment is an attractive and eco- 
nomical option. 

It is not a new idea that those 
most benefiting from government 
services should pay'a charge. For 
nearly forty years, gasoline taxes 
and license fees have, in whole dr 
in part, financed state and féderal 
highway systems: 

Why do trucks pay higher fees 
than automobiles? Everyone 
seems to accept the logic of the 
answer: they use the highways 
more and wear them out faster. 

It is difficult to determine why 
it-has taken so long for govern- 
ment to serve its “customers” with 
efficient pay-per-call applications. 

Perhaps citizens had become 
too accustomed to free access, free 
information and even free publi-

rations from,their goyernments. 

Ironically, we have come to 
accept that banks and other busi- 
neéses bill for a myriad of services 
which were dnce free-of-charge. 
Customers now’accept that ser- 
vice, and more specifically “fast”

The Contract with America, 
passed by the new’ majority in 
Congress, cuts the cost of govern- 
ment by reducing services.
